ties to get away from the pres- 
ent antiquated system of govern- 
ment and set up a more efficient, 
less costly managerial form. 

The convention, writing a new) 
article of the Constitution yeSter- | 
dav, sustained a committee rec-. 
ommendation authorizing the Leg- 
slature to provide for alternative | 
forms of county government. 

It failed, however, to provide a 
workable plan for consolidation of | 
poor rural counties, holding to vir- | 
tually the same system provided | 
the present Constitution. This) 
requires that before two or more | 
counties may consolidate there! 
rust be a vote of approval by a 
majority of the voters in each 
county affected. 

Particularly in the Ozark sec-. 
tion of the State, there are many 
counties with such low property 
values that it is virtually impos- 
to obtain suffigvent revenue 
from taxes to meet the ordinary 
governmental expenses. Under the | 
present Constitution all counties | 
the State except a few under | 
township organization, which is an 
even more expensive form, have 
the same type of government re- 
gardiess of wealth or population. 

Suggested Solution. 

Three suggestions have been 
roade for a solution of the prob- | 
lems of the poorer counties, Pro- 
vision could be made for con-'| 
solidations and thus have the ex 
of set of officials for 
or four counties. Provision 
eould be made for alternative 
forms of government, giving the 
poorer counties an opportunity for 
cheaper but more efficient govern- 
ment.

To find out how many workers 
would want jobs, the investigators 
an with the number of per- 
sons employed in 1940, the last 
full vear of peace, and added to 
this the number of persons unem- 
ploved in that year. There were 
4266 employed and 721 unem- 
ployed, or a total prewar labor 
force of 4987. 

But with the war some of these 
workers and _ potential workers 
had joined the armed services or 
taken jobs in other communities; 
some workers had moved into Al- 
bert Lea: some persons not nor- 
nfilly employed—women, children, 
men beyond the usual retirement 
age—were now at work. Also, a 
certain number of children had 
reached maturity and joined the 
potential working force. (It is 
estimated that the increase in 
population results in a net annual 
increase of 700,000 in the national 
labor supply.) 

Because of all these normal and 
wartime factors, it Was necessary 
to canvass the employers of Albert 
Lea to get the number of persons 
employed in 1943. The United 
States Employment Service gave 
the number of unemployed. 
figures were: Employed, 5455; 
employed, 200; 
force (1943), 5655. 


After-the-War Survey. 


Now the problem was to see 
what the situation would be after 
the war. The survey indicated 
that 1012 would return from the 
armed forces, 125 from farms and 
250 from other regions, and that 
425 would come of age and seek 
obs for the first time. The total 
these categories was 1815. The 
total of this figure and the 1943 
labor force (5655) was 7470. 

But some workers would 
leaving Albert Lea after the war, 
for farms or other regions, and 
a certain number of women, chil- 
dren and over-age men would go 
off the labor market. The total of 
al! these, 909, was subtracted from 
7470 and the remainder, 6561, was 
the figure sought—the number of 
workers who would be looking for 
jobs in Albert Lea after the war. 

The next task was to find out 
how many workers the employers 
Albert Lea thought they could 
Every employer in the town, 
the largest to the smallest, 
was asked for his estimate, and 
the replies gave a total of 5968. 

Now it was a simple matter of 
arithmetic to determine the ap- 
parent size of Albert Lea’s em- 
ployment problem. The postwar 
labor force would be 6561. The 
number that employers expected 
to put to work was 5968. The dif- 
ference, 593, was the potential 
number of unemployed. 

That is a substantia] figure— 
over 9 per cent of the labor force. 
Applied to a total national labor 
force of 55 million after the war— 
which, it is generally estimated, is 
the force that will need to be put 
to work if a healthy and expand- 
ing economy is to be attained—a 
job shortage.of 9 per cent would 
mean an unemployment total of 
around five million. 


Tackling the Solution. 


Having measured the size of its 
problem, Albert Lea was able to 
address itself intelligently to the 
question of what to do about it. 
Planning was no longer a shot in 
the dark. Definitely, the problem 
was to cure a prospective shortage 
of 593 jobs

Graphs Show Progress. 

HEN I walked into the Port 
W oommander's office, who 

should it be but the same man 
I rode into Licata with on the 
morning of D day on the invasion 
of Sicily last July. He was a 
major then, but is now Lt. Col. 
Charles Monnier of Dixon and 
Tremont, Ill. As an engineer he 
has been helping capture ports 
and then turning them from chaos 
into usefulness ever since he hit 
Africa year and a half ago. 

In their wisdom built up through 
actual practice, such men as Col. 
Monnier know exactly what to 
look for, what to do and how to 
‘do it when they come in to work 
on the wreckage of a place like 
Anzio. 

There is no guesswork about 
their progress. On the walls of 
the shipping room are big black- 
graphs. 
Hour by hour the total of the day’s 
supplies brought ashore is chalked 
up on the blackboard. 

The big graph is brought up to 
date every evening. You can look 
back over it, and translate the ac- 
tivities of the past three months 
day by day, and see what hap- 
pened and why. 


Seldom a Gasoline Fire.

Hope for Italian Unity 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Democracy is again on the march in 
Italy. In the gloomy October, 1922, po- 
litical disunity paved the way for the 
advent of Fascism. After almost 22 
years, all Italian liberal parties have 
agreed on a platform against Fascism 
and are represented in the same Cabinet. 
These are true signs of hope for the 
future of a democratic Italy and of en- 
couragement for the whole Nazi-domi- 
nated Europe. 

A ead note, however, links together 
the past and the present: Victor Em- 
manuel, the King who permitted Fas- 
cism, has refused to abdicate. 


The crucial question today is whether 
the war Cabinet will succeed in making 
of Italy a more substantial factor in the 
winning of the war. A positive answer 
seems to depend upon satisfactory solu- 
tion of four basic problems: 


1. If any sizable participation is ex- 
pected on the part of Italian troops, 
arms have to be furnished to the extent 
at least to which they have been made 
available to French colonials and to the 
reluctant Turks. 

2. To clear the political atmosphere, 
Fomething needs to be done about the 
Italian war prisoners. Since Italy has 
been accepted as a co-belligerent, it is 
contradictory to apply to non-Fascist 
soidiers the treatment reserved to pris- 
oners of war of an enemy country. 

3. The terms of the armistice are still 
a closely guarded secret. Italians are 
expected to fight, but they are not told 
on what terms. Fighting requires free 
men and not slaves. 

4. Food must be provided for the hun- 
gry people of Italy, and its currency and 
economy stabilized. To achieve this, 
communications should be improved and 
m way found to limit the exorbitant 
purchasing power of the Allied soldiers. 

It seems only fair to assume that a 
satisfactory solution of these problems 
could not fall to win over the Italians. 
As education to freedom is freedom it- 
seif, so the people’s confidence can be 
secured only by taking the people into 
one's confidence. The Italian war Cabinet 
presents great potentialities; in which 
direction it will go and what results it 
may achieve does not rest exclusively 
with Italian liberal leaders. Let us 
help to solve the four basic problems of 
Italy, and let us be confident in the re 
sponse of the Italian people toward the 
common victory.

Wendell Willkie’s recent statement, 
that nobody bearing the approval of 
Gerald Smith or the America First Com- 
mittee could ever be elected President 
of the United States, was a careless ut- 
terance in that it implied that there 
was no difference between the two 
movements. 

Nobody, under our form of govern- 
ment, can deny the Gerald Smith fol- 
lowers their right to preach or assem- 
ble Iam not passing judgment on their 
doctrines in this place. But as a for- 
mer officer of the liquidated organiza- 
tion, let me repeat: that there is no 
connection whatever between the Amer- 
ica First Committee and Gerald Smith’s 
political party, which happens to have 
appropriated to itself a name which was 
never copyrighted; that Gerald Smith 
was never a speaker for the America 
First Committee; and that, so far as I 
know, Gerald Smith was never a mem- 
ber of the America First Committee. 

Whether isolationism was right or 
wrong, time will reveal in her own day; 
in the meantime, let the public be in- 
formed that not a single responsible 
speaker or official of the defunct Amer- 
ica First Committee is active today in 
any project save that of winning the 
war, saving our nation’s prestige and 
backing up our precious boys.

Preface to Trust 


Suppose for a moment that a large dam, built 
by the United States Government, existed on the 
Missouri River upstream from St. Louis, 

Suppose it was capable of impounding millions 
of gallons of water and thus acting as protector 
of Missouri lands. 

Suppose floods had come, as they have come 
now, and the cities, towns and farms of Missouri 
desperately needed the dam and reservoir to 
protect them by impounding the waters. 

Suppose the operators of the dam and reservoir 
refused to impound the waters, on the ground 
that they were prevented from doing so by an act 
of Congress, which said that the dam and reser- 
voir were to be used, not for flood control, but for 
some other purpose like irrigation—and this ata 
time when irrigation to Missourians would be, 
to say the least, like carrying coals to Newcastle. 

Would not this be an absurd situation? 

Would the citizens of this region protest? 
Would they declare they were being unfairly 
dealt with? They would. And among fair- 
minded people, their complaints would carry 
reasonableness, 

Yet the imaginary situation closely parallels 
the actual situation in which the people of the 
irrigation states find themselves. In Montana, 
Wyoming, North and South Dakota, flood dangers 
are remote, but irrigation is a ceaseless necessity. 
Fort Peck Dam, built on the Missouri River in 
Montana by the United States Army Engineers, 
is operated, in accordance with congressional 
mandate, for navigation, flood contro] and power 
production alone. 

While all about its huge reservoir of water lie 
still unreclaimed acres which could be made 
alive and productive with some of its life-giving 
water, none of the water of Fort Peck Reservoir 
may, under the law, be used for irrigation. 

How can the people of the lower Missouri 
valley conscientiously call for co-operation from 
the people of the upper Missouri valley until 
they have themselves acted the part of co-opera- 
tion with regard to Fort Peck? Why shouldn't 
we be demanding equal rights for the Great 
Plains states in the waters of Fort Peck Reser- 
voir? We should be impelled to do it as a matter 
of simple justice. 

If there is anyone unmoved by the appeal of 
equity, there is this further appeal of cold, im- 
personal business: That if we are to succeed in 
getting the Missouri River controlled against 
floods—and for navigation—the project must 
have the support of the entire Missouri Valley; 
that the people of the irrigation states will not 
trust us and join with us wholeheartedly and 
unreservedly until they are convinced we intend 
fairness to them. 

And there is hardly a better way at hand to 
give them an earnest of our fair intentions than 
correction of the inequity to irrigation in the 
law governing the operation of Fort Peck. 
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Alderman Duke Explains

‘What’s Wrong at the Auditorium? 


Ifthe Municipal Auditorium Commission fails 
to move promptly and decisively for clearing 
away the cloud of mismanagement charges at 
the Kiel Auditorium, it is the duty of Mayor 
Kaufmann to act. For too long a time the 
rumors and reports have persisted of petty graft 
and lax financial management at the city's big 
public assembly hall. 

At yesterday's meeting of the Auditorium Com- 
mission, Chairman Hedges remarked that the 
Auditorium has become the basis of “big busi- 
ness,” mentioning approximately $500,000 as the 
annual revenue taken in by users of it. 

The management of the anditorium should be 
required to account for the institution’s finances 
just as rigidly as the funds of any other munic- 
ipal department are accounted for. It is the duty 
of the Auditorium Commission to see that the 
management does this and, if the commission 
fails, the Mayor has the responsibility to act. 
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Serious Loss of War/Production 


More than a month has been lost in the manu- 
facture of Army gliders by the Robertson Air- 
craft Corporation because a failure somewhere 
in the production process was not promptly dis- 
covered. The Army Air Forces stopped the pro- 
duction of gliders at the Robertson plant and 
the processing of glider parts by Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc., a subcontractor, last March 21, when 
inferior steel was found in some of the com- 
pleted units. 

A minute inspection by Army officers in the 
interval has weeded out all critical steel parts 
which were below standard and all inferior steel 
stock on hand at the two factories. The findings 
of the Army have in no way impugned the good 
faith of the manufacturing concern, which re- 
ceived the materials from Government-certified 
warehouses. The large amount of inferior ma- 
terial proves that the routine inspection was not 
adequater The Army, however, must share the 
responsibility, for it relied entirely on civilian 
inspectors, of whom there were too few. 

In permitting resumption of production, the 
Army will place inspection under the supervision 
of its own officers. The origin of the inferior 
steel stock is still under inquiry by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

Loss of time in the manufacture of gliders 


is regrettable at this critical stage of the war. 
It is more important, however, that every pos- 
sible safeguard be taken that the lives of our 
soldiers shall not be jeopardized by flimsy equip- 
ment. The Army’s course in this instance is 
encouraging. 
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Autonomy Is the Issue 


John L. Lewis has not often faced, when the 
question of union democracy was at stake, such 
an adversary ag Ray Edmundson. The former 
Lewis henchman who resigned under pressure 
from Washington headquarters, after nine dutiful 
years, the appointive presidency of the Illinois 
United Mine Workers, has a potent political as 
well as popular following. 

Despite the power of the old union saying, 
“Don’t fight the payroll,” Edmundson is no duck 
in a shooting gallery. Elected officers of the 
six subdistrict boards are behind him; so are 
44 special representatives of District 12. Much 
of the rank-and-file membership, restless and 
irritated from having been voiceless so long, sees 
in Edmundson a leader through whom the union 
might regain the autonomy it lost when the 
charter was handed over to Lewis in 1933. 

What Edmundson’s supporters in the now 
leaderless as well as charterless union demand 
is that he be made president by election, re- 
storing self-government to a district that has 
been run high-handedly from Washington since 
Lewis moved hig headquarters there. In the 
interests of autonomy for the miners themselves, 
whatever Edmundson’s record, simple justice is 
on the side of thawing out the ballot boxes. 
It is hoped that their rightful and uncoerced 
vote can be given back to District 12 members 
without the pressure of sympathy strikeg that 
would slow up Illinois coal production, 
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A Lawyer Judges Himself 

One of the kickback lawyers in the notorious 
Union Electric slush fund scandal was E. Bentley 
Hamilton of Peoria, Ill. With strange ingenuous- 
ness, he related in Federal District Court in Bt. 
Louis the arrangement by which over a period 
of years he turned back secretly to an officer of 
the utility company about $200,000 in cash, 

Now the board of governors of the Illinois 
State Bar Association has recommended that Mr. 
Hamilton be disbarred on the grounds of unethi- 
cal conduct. Its recommendation is based en- 
tirely on the testimony of the lawyer himself 
before the board. If the Illinois Supreme Court 
approves the recommendation and disbars Mr. 
Hamilton, it merely will be accepting his own 
version of his participation in a shameful affair. 
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Negroes at St. Louis U. 


Progress toward fulfillment of the Negros 
right to economic, political and educational fair 
play comes step by step. One more step in this 
democratic process is recorded by the decision of 
St. Lo University to reverse its former policy 
by accepNing five Negro students for enrollment 
in its summer session, 

The decision meang that university authorities 
have faced and overcome the prejudice which has 
hitherto barred the doors of their inatitution to 
members of this racial group. Their example 
will doubtless be studied, and will assuredly 
have its effect, at other Missouri schools where 
the same problem has arisen. St. Louis Univer- 
sity’s action is another item of progress toward 
realization of fuller democracy in America. 
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New Light on Press Subsidies 


What should be the final argument to clinch 
the case agafnst the Government subsidy for 
newspapers, now befng urged upon Congress by 
a pressure group, is furnished in a dispatch to 
the Pittsburgh Press by a Washington corre- 
\epondent, Robert Taylor. 

’ The bill provides that Government-paid war 
bond advertising be placed in newspapers by 
“recognized non-profit publishers’ associations.” 
The only agency of this kind is Newspaper Ad- 
vertising Service, Inc., a subsidiary of the Na- 
tional Editorial Association, which is pushing the 
bill. This agency, Mr. Taylor discloses, will col- 
lect a commission of 81-3 per cent or $1,041,000 
to $1,249,000 from the proposed fund. Since it is 
a non-profit agency, the revenue will go for costs 
and further promotion, but this does not alter the 
fact that part of the tax money set aside for 
war-bond advertising will go for commissions. 

This enriching of a private organization's 
treasury from public funds makes the subsidy 
proposal look even worse than it already does, 
Many Government officials, including Secretary 
Morgenthau, oppose the plan. The new disclosure 
shows the idea to be wholly contrary to public 
policy, and against the best interests of the press 
itself.

business man; tells interviewer that only the war rescued us from 
chronic depression; vast Federal spending now keeps boom going. 


“dreamy nonsenee,” says British 


Stuart Chase, Economist and Writer, in the Progressive, Madison, Wis. 


A representative of the British Empire 
Chamber of Commerce in New York was 
telling me about their plans for employ- 
ment after the war. 


“Every group in Britain,” he said, “from 
the radicals to the Tories, is committed to 
full employment, with as much free enter- 
prise as possible.” 

“Do you think that is true of America, 
too?” I asked, 

“To read your editorials and the speeches 
of your leaders, it looks as if America were 
committed to free enterprise with as much 
employment as possible.” 

This struck me as a broadminded line 
for a Chamber of Commerce Britisher to 
take. I thought I would lead him on and 
get more impressions of this country. 


“Isn't the ideology of free enterprise as 
strong with you as with us?” I asked. 

“In Britain, not many people are putting 
ideology ahead of jobs for all when the 
war ends.” 


“Why?” 
Labor of All Required 


“Well, you see, most of us like our busl- 
ness system, and we don’t want to lose it 
by being too stubborn. If we let the re- 
turning soldiers down after this war, the 
way we let them down after 1918, our sys- 
tem might not last very long. 


“Our soldiers and war workers will be 
the most powerful political group in the 
country. They are used to hard living, 
bombing, violence. They are jolly well de- 
termined not to live on the dole, and we 
know that it is not necessary that they 
should. We need that labor to rebuild 
England. One home in five has been hit 
by bombs or damaged by incendiaries, 


“You Americans,” he continued, “may 
find it a bit difficult to restore free com- 
petition in the midst of a world hell-bent 
in the other direction.” 


“Don’t you think we can do it?” T asked, 
still leading him on, “Everybody who is 
anybody seems to want to.” 


“It isn’t so much what you want; it’s 
what the facts of the situation permit. 
When you are driving a car east at 60 
miles an hour, you may want to _ turn 
around and admire the sunset, but the 
facts do not allow you that pleasure. You 
Americans are supposed to be a hard- 
headed people, but I confess much of your 
free-enterprise talk strikes me as dreamy 
nonsense. Why don’t you face up to the 
real situation?” 


“What do you mean?” 


Checks 


“T mean you have had no free competi- 
tive system in America since the rise of 
the trusts, monopolies and cartels in the 
‘80s and ’90s. Before the war, perhaps half 
your business was conducted outside the 
free market, on the basis of fixed prices, 
fixed agreements, quotas, artificial re- 
strictions on output. 


on Free Competition 


“In the second place, only the war 
rescued you from chronic depression, with 
an average of 10,000,000 unemployed. To 
keep it from growing worse, you had set 
up a whole network of Government 


agencies and controls and called them the 
New Deal. Why do you now think that 
you can permanently scrap all such con- 
trols in a free competitive Utopia, when 
your business men found themselves quite 
unable to furnish full employment through- 
out the 1930s? 


“In the third place, and most important 
of all, the thing that keeps you afloat to- 
day is 100 billion dollars of Government 
spending a year. Your leaders talk as if 
this did not exist; as if ‘free enterprise’ 
were now furnishing employment to every- 
one in splendid isolation and should be 
permitted to go on doing so after the war. 
The only shadow on this bright prospect 
is the plotting of certain bureaucrats in 
Washington, 


“All this strikes me, if I may say so, as 
perfect bilge. The bureaucrats, or some- 
body, had jolly well better be plotting or 
planning for something to take the place 
of 100 billions of expenditures for war— 
which means directly or indirectly about 
45 million jobs, 


“Your production men in business are 
doing magnificently, but their orders are 
coming from the Government. In all the 
stories I have read about free enterprise, 
I have hardly ever seen these facts men- 
tioned. Yet there they stand, filling the 
sky. I suppose the answer is that one 
has to be bombed to face facts. We've 
been facing them ever since Dunkerque.” 


Three Mountainous Facts 


“Well,” I said, “we faced them when the 
banks folded up in 1933. Are you sug- 
gesting that we must go down into purga- 
tory again before we can deal adequately 
with employment?” 

My British friend spread out his hands, 
and put on his best diplomatic manner, 
“That seems a pretty expensive way to do 
it, doesn’t it? You might just stumble 
into a revolution somewhere down there, 
with all those impatient young men about. 
I'm. sure that your native American in- 
telligence will assert itself before that 
happens.” 

“Of course it will,” I agreed—and hoped 
fervently that we both were right. 


Among ourselves, however, I must ad- 
mit that I get pretty blue listening day 
and night to myths about the American 
dream. Those three mountainous facts 
the Britisher mentioned are looming there 
behind the myths and dreams: monopoly, 
the depression, 100 billions of Government 
orders. Until our leaders in government, 
business, labor, are ready to deal with 
these realities, the chances for a decent 
world after the war are not too bright. 
You cannot plan for something you refuse 
to look at.

4s Viewed by a British Scholar 
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“The Fortunes of Falstaff,” by 4d, 
(Macmillan Co., New York.) 
In the 17 plays that have so far appeared 

in the “New Cambridge Shakespeare,” Do- 
ver Wilson has proved himself an editor 
of dramatic insight capable of seeing much 
more than the usual armchair critic. He 
has had the courage, rare in his field, to 
produce texts that the unscholarly may 
read with the hope of understanding the 
plays as they should be—stage perform- 
ances with interesting action. Any book 
by him about one of the plays is sure to 
be entertaining as well as informative, To 
anyone who has been seduced by the in- 
credible charm of the wicked but lovable 
old rogue Falstaff, I recommend this book 
wholeheartedly. 

A deal of claptrap has always been writ- 
ten about Shakespeare's characters; and 
the efforts of romantics to square their af- 
fection for the unmoral Falstaff with their 
moralistic consciences have furnished some 
of the most amusing interludes in Shake- 
spearean scholarship. Wilson, by thinking 
so far as possible as a sixteenth-century 
Englishman would have, has given the best 
interpretation and explanation of the in- 
consistencies of the play that I know of. 

Wilson shows also that, in considering 
Falstaff, we must limit ourselves to the 
two parts of “Henry IV,” since the death 
of Falstaff in “Henry V” is demonstrably. 
not in accord with Shakespeare's first plan 
for him, and the cheap rogue in “The Mer- 
ry Wives of Windsor” is, fairly judged, an- 
other man masquerading under a great 
name, 


Dover Wilsea, 
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The problem that has always bothered 
modern readers igs Falstaff's rejection by 
Prince Hal at the end of Part IL. Falstaff 
so worms his way into our affections that 
we resent the apparently brutal treatment. 
Wilson shows that the play is in the line 
of the moralities that dealt so often with 
the conflict between “riot” and “honor,” 
betweén “vice” and “respectability,” for 
dominance over a young man; it is the 
telling by the master dramatist of the story 
of the prodigal son. 

So considered, no one in Shakespeare’s 
audience would have foreseen a different 
ending. from that in the play. Prince Hal 
was the hero-Prince who, everybody knew, 
became the ideal King.

A modern reader 
is likely to find himself intellectually con- 
vinced but not emotionally persuaded. 

I hope that Shakespeare lovers will read 
this book; Shakespeare actors must.

MONTGOMERY WARD'S REPLY 
10 ThE 
PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 


Mr. President:- 
We have your telegram of April 23, 1944. 


Ward’s welcomes the suggestion that an election be held at an early date to determine 
the employees” choice of representation. The question whether the union represents a ma- 
jority of the employees in Ward’s mail order house and store in Chicago has been pending 
since November 16, 1943. Ward’s has repeatedly urged a prompt determination of this 
question, and has publicly announced a readiness to recognize the union when proof of its 
representation is presented. Although over five months elapsed since the question arose, 
the union has refused to show that it is the majority choice of the employees by either a 


card check or an election. 


Ward's will continue to observe the wages, hours, and related terms of employment as 
they were before the expiration of the former contract. Ward’s has made no change in any 
of these conditions since December 8, 1942, and could not do so under the wage stabilization 


law without prior governmental approval. 


Your assertion that the strike is interfering with the distribution of essential goods is 
based upon misinformation. On April 13, the United States Post Office, presumably acting 
on orders from Washington, removed its seventy employes from the mail order house. For 
more than thirty years the Post Office had maintained this department for the purpose of 
handling parcel post shipments to Ward’s customers. On April 17, the United States Post 
Office refused to deliver to Ward’s incoming parcels from customers on which postage had 
been fully paid. Despite the assistance given to the strike by the United States Post Office, 
Ward’s store has been open for business during the usual hours each day since the strike be- 
gan and Ward’s is up to date in filling of mail orders, 2 


Although Ward’s welcomes an early election, Ward’s cannot, under the law, grant spe- 
cial privileges to the union pending the election. To grant maintenance of union member- 
ship before the election is held, as the War Labor Board has ordered, would not only violate 
the employees’ fundamental liberty of free choice but it would also permit the union to de- 
mand the discharge of all the employees who have resigned from the union since December 
8, 1943. Compliance with the Board’s order would thus make a mockery of the democratic 


right of employees to choose their bargaining representatives freely and without interference, 


By ordering the retroactive reinstatement of maintenance of membership, the War Labor 
Board has demonstrated its utterly unfair character, and its complete disregard of the com- 


mand of Congress that its orders conform to the National Labor Relations Act. 


Ward’s experience with the War Labor Board over a period of two years has convinced 
Ward’s that the Board is a means by which special privileges are granted to labor unions. The 
union members of the War Labor Board are men chosen for leadership by the unions, and 
have actually advanced the interests of the unions. The so-called public members have con- 
sistently joined with the union members to support the demands of organized labor. The so- 
called industry members are committed to a policy of supporting the majority vote of the 
union members and the union-dominated public members. 


The War Labor Board has always claimed that its orders are law and must be obeyed. 
It has coerced innumerable employers into acceptance of its orders by threatening the seizure 


of their businesses. 


When Ward’s brought suit to have the Board’s orders declared illegal, the Board asked 
the courts to dismiss the case. IN DIRECT CONTRADICTION TO ITS PREVIOUS CLAIMS 
OF POWER, THE BOARD’S PLEA TO THE COURT WAS THAT ITS ORDERS WERE 
NOT “LEGALLY BINDING,” BUT WERE ONLY “ADVICE” WHICH WARD’S NEED 
NOT ACCEPT. The purpose of this plea was to deny Ward’s a trial before the courts. The 
issues raised by Ward’s case against the War Labor Board are judicial questions which un- 
der the Constitution only the courts may decide. The War Labor Board, by asking you to 
force Ward’s to comply with its order while seeking to deprive Ward’s of an opportunity for 
a hearing in the courts, has demonstrated its lack of respect for our Constitution and the 


fundamental rights which the Constitution guarantees. 


Your assertion that, if Ward’s does not accept your direction, you will take further 


action, has been-construed by the press to threaten the seizure of Ward’s plants and business. 


The Constitution of the United States guarantees to the people the protection of those 
fundamental rights without which there can be no liberty. Under the Constitution, Congress 
is the sole law-making authority. Neither the President of the United States nor any other 
official has the legal right to seize any business or property either in time of peace or in time 
of war unless Congress has expressly given him the power to do so. 


Congress has given the President no power to seize the non-war business of Montgom- 
ery Ward. Any seizure of Ward’s plant or business would be in complete disregard of the 
Constitution which the President is sworn to uphold and defend. 


Ward’s has violated no law nor denied to the union any privilege to which it is legally 


entitled.

$25 FOR PEACE DISTURBANCE 


Extraordinary persistence in 
soliciting for the Red Cross in 
the recent war fund campaign 
brought Mrs. Pauline McDole, 
3453 Magnolia avenue, into Police 
Court yesterday and resulted in 
Judge Joseph B. Catanzaro fining 
“her $25 for peace disturbance.

After 3 Years of Air Combat, Ace of Aces Takes a Rest

Don Gentile, whose score of 30 
enemy planes destroyed still 
stands as the record, is going 
home. 

A hard-earned, but unwanted 
rest is being forced upon him by 
the Air Corps doctors who know 
that even the toughest young man 
cannot take well over 350 hours 
of combat flying without a breath- 
ing spell.

My Day -o- 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 
AST evening I enjoyed very 


much meeting with Dr. Dav- 

enport’s interns from the Na- 
tional Institute of Public Affairs, 
who have been coming every year 
to spend an evening with me 
while they are here at work. 

Tonight I am having a dinner 
for the Prime Minister of Aus- 
tralia and Mrs, Curtin. When I 
was in Australia, 1 was not able 
to meet Mrs, Curtin because she 
was at her home in Perth on the 
west coast, and traveling for 
civilians was almost impossible. 
When I hear people complain 
here, I often wonder if they real- 
ize that in Australia, which is 
as large as the United States, only 
one train and two planes a week 
were used for civilian transporta- 
tion last summer. They carried 
16 and 21 passefigers respectively, 

Of course, there is some differ- 
ence in the size of population, but 
we have sent many soldiers into 
Australia, and that adds a con- 
siderable amount to their trans- 
portation difficulties, 

Mr. Curtin was so kind to me 
that I was very happy to have 
this chance to see him again and 
to meet Mrs. Curtin, and I hope 
that we shall see both the Prime 
Minister of New Zealand and the 
Prime Minister of Australia on 
their return from Great Britain. 

I was reminded by the Amer! 
can Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals that this is the 
week which they designate as 
the “Be Kind to Animals Week.” 


To most of us in this country, it 
hardly seems possible that we 
need such a reminder, because the 
boys in our armed forces are no- 
toriously devoted to pets of every 
kind, They have mascots for 
bomber groups, mascots on ships, 
and wherever they go, they pick 
up some animal which they can 
train and “be kind to.” 

On the other hand, sometimes 
one sees sad things done unthink- 
ingly, such as when families move 
away leaving their cats and dogs 
uncared for and homeless. I think 
that all children should be made 
to feel that if they have pets it 
is not just for their own pleas- 
ure, but that there is an obliga- 
tion to take proper care of any 
animal and to train it so that it 
will not be a nuisance to other 
people. 

We are approaching the end of 
April, and I am reminded by 
some friends in Buffalo, N. Y.,, 
who run the committee there for 
Russian War Relief, that they 
have had a campaign this month 
to fill 35,000 kits for Russian 
housewives. They are direct gifts 
from the American housewife to 
a housewife in Russia. They con- 
tain things that are very scarce 
in Russia, but which we here are 
still able to obtain, and I hope 
that this particular campaign 
will wo over successfully ndt only 
in Buffalo, but all over our coun 
try,

HE EYELIDS are composed 
T of very delicate and sensitive 

skin. This part of the body 
reacts to irritations and other 
forms of insult much more readily 
than the skin of most of the rest 
of the body. It is probably the 
most responsive barometer to con- 
tact dermatitis. 

But, you ask, how do the eye- 
lids come in contact with any- 
thing that would cause contact 
dermatitis? Very simply, because 
of the human habit of touching 
and rubbing the eyes. with the 
fingers. And the fingers get into 
everything. 

Have you any idea how often 
you jab your fingers into your 
eyelids? Well, the other evening 
after my attention had been called 
to the frequency of contact der- 
matitis of the eyelids, I was asked 
to introduce a speaker at one of 
out town. assemblies. When he 
got started speaking I sat on the 
platform facing the audience.

got out a paper and pencil and 
made a mark for every time I saw 
nm member of the audience rub his 
or her eyes.

There 
were about 250 persons in the 
audience so that made an average 
of nearly three touches per person 
during one half hour of the day.

MY FRIEND, Dr. A. A Rennie,

ablaze. 


Then there is the curling iron 
for eyelashes, This is usually 
made of rubber and nickel and Dr. 
Bennie. has shown me fm several 
cases how you can distinguish on 
the evelids the rubber dermatitis 
from the nickel dermatitis, 


Of course, the way to treat 
these conditions is—don’t. An 
ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.

EYELIDS alone swell! up 
at the onset of certain infectious 
diseases. One is trichinosis, which 
comes from eating uncuréd pork. 
It may seem mysterious. A young 
physician friend of mine woke up 
one morning with his eves swollen 
shut, And he felt like the dickens 
generally in spite of having spent 
a blameless night. A blood count 
showed it could be traced to some 
hamburgers he ate at a barbecue. 
Another infectious disease that 
may affect the eyes primary is 
tularemia — rabbit hunter’s fever. 
Here rubbing the eyes while skin- 
ning a rabbit is certainly the in- 
fectious factor. 

The common stye is another 
condition that may be traced to 
rubbing the eyelids. Perhaps the 
eyes need glasses, and that is why 
they are rubbed, Treat a stye with 
hot, wet towels until it comes to a 
head. Then get the pus out and 
anoint the edge of the eyelid with 
two per cent yellow oxide of 
mercury,
